TWENTY BOXES OF STARCH 
Cause Correspondence Petween the United 
States and Porto Rico. 


Wasuinctron, December 28. —It was stated 
Positively at the departinent of state today 
that no demand for indemnity had been made 
in the case of the steaancr Haytien Republic. 
Mr. Morse, owner of the vessel, recently re- 
quested Secretary Bayard to demand $250,000 
indemnity. ‘The secretary has informed him 
that there is no need of haste in the matter, 
and that the question of dainages can best be 
determined after tiie vessel has arrived at New 
York, where it is due in a few days. 

It is learned atthe department of state that 
the case of the brig Josefa against the Span- 
ish government for indignftics, etc., alleged to 
have been imposed by customs officers at 
Porto Rico, Jamaica, has been under investi- 
gation since July, 1887. The investigation 
disclosed the following facts: In July, 1887, 
American brig Josefa, of Portland, Maine, J, 
S. Winston & Co., owners, KE. R.° Snow, 
master, entered the port of Arroya, 
Rico, having cleared from New York in 
previous month. When her manifest and bill 
of lading were examined by the customs 
Ofiicials, twenty boxes of corn starch, of the 
value of 336, were found to be on the manifest 
and notin the cargo. Ifor this shortage a fine 
of $200 per box, or $4,000 altogether, was im- 

osed by the customs authorities. Captain 
pest protested, and stated that when he was 
taking on his cargo at New York another 
vesse!, a bark of a name very similar to his 
was in port and near the Josefa, and was 
loading under. direction of the same 
shipping agent as the Josefa: that 
the receipts were signed bv his 
first mate,a man named Nelson and that 
when the manifest was handed him (Snow) 
he signed hurriedly and without paying much 
attention; 1 atthe receipns for the boxes of 
corn sturch were signed for by C. Olsen, while 
allthe rest of the cargo was signed for by 
Nelson’ Captain Snow presented his case to 
the United States consu!, who presented it to 
the government of Porto Rico and urged the 
remission, or at least the reduction of the 
fine ou the’explanation thus offered. This 
was refused. The department of state wrote 
to the treasury department and learned that 
“the bark Josephus had sailed from New York 
for San Francisco on June 15, 1887, but vhe 
starch was not foundson board when she ar- 
rived, nor was there any one named Olsen 
on board. Her first maie’s name was 
Kelly. The case is striking froin the fact that 
ashort shipment of $56 worth of starch nets a 
fine of $4,000, but itis explained at the de- 
partment that the operation of Spanish laws is 
marked by such excessive fines. The United

TRIAL OF THE “VESUVIUS.”

A New Drnamite Cruiser Tested Under D:s- 
advantageous Circumstances. 

PHILADELPHIA, Vecembeor 28.—The new 
dynamite “cruiser “Vesuvius,” which left 
Champ’s ship yard yesverday for Delaware 
bay, there to have a test of her speed, returned 
tothe ship yard atlo’elock this afternoon, 
The course in the bay where the trial was 
made was reached last evening before dark, 
and although the wind was blowing a gale, the 
sea heavy, and (her disadvantages, under the 
conditions, the contractors. concluded to have 
the trial before dark, The course of two miles 
was nade iniive minutes and fifty-four sec- 
onds, three seconds faster than the time fixed 
by the board as requisite toa rate of twenty 
knots. Another ran was made in six minutes

and twenty-one seconds, which was twenty- 
four seconds over time. The vessel then an- 
Chored off Ship Join light ail night and this 
morning another trial was made. During the 
run, however, one of theair pump levers broke 
and the last balf knot was run with only one 
engine. The time made was six minutes aud 
eighteen seconds, and the trial was then aban- 
doned and the Vesuvius returned to the dock. 
Ifeavier air pump levers will be provided and 
another tria! will be made as soon as they are 
fitted—probably Thursday next. The horse- 
power developed at the time the air pump 
iever broke was 4,280. The board appointed 
by the secretary of the navy to test the specd 
of the vessel is composed of Lieutenants 
Cowles, Schroeder, and Fiske, and there were 
also on board several other officers of the army 
and navy.

He was 
sixty years gid,.and left hare last August fora 
two years’ tour to try to recruit his shattered 
health, -He was founder of the seminary and 
one of the greatest leaders of American Bap- 
tists. He was president of the Southern Bap- 
tist convention, trustee of the Slater fund and 
held many important private and public trusts. 
He was born at Greenville, 8. C., and hada 
wife aud three daughiers, who accompanicd 
him on his travels. His remains will be 
brought here for interment.

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NEBRASKA’S LAX LAWS 


Causes the Peoyle to Lose by Weak Banks— 
Demand for a Revision. 

OMAHA, Neb., December 28.-—The failure of 
several Nebraska banks within a week has 
caused considerable uneasiness throughout the 
state. These failures, however, are not due to 
financial stringency, and in some cases it looks 
as though there was a deliberate purpose to 
defraud on the part ef those conducting these 
institutions. State laws governing private 
banking are very Jax. Thestatute requires that 
all corporations engaged in banking shall 
annually makea report under oath to the state 
auditor of their resources and liabilities. There 
is no provision fer state inspection and 
owing to this oversight, mushroom banks 
have sprung into existence. Even since the 
big swindle perpetrated by the Valparaise 
bankers, less than a month ago, the press of 
the staie has been vigorously urging the nced 
of a revision of the banking laws and one of 
the first matters which will be acted upon by 
the coming legislature will probably be on this 
important matter. 


HE BROKE UP THE BALL, 


A Dynamite Cartridge Placed Under a Ne- 
gro Dance House. 

TIARRISONBURG, Va., December 28.—A dyn- 
amite cartridge was placed under the corner 
of a house near MeGaheysville, in this county, 
Wednesday night, in which a party of negroes 
were i:aving a dance, exploded and almost to- 
tally destroyed the building and fatally in- 
jured Amos Moore and two women. A terri- 
ble loss of life would have happened if an 
alarm had not been given by a man who saw 
the cartridge and recognized the danger. All 
but three escaped from the building before the 
ex mosion took place. Moore and two women, 
who had not time to escape, were thrown with 
terrible force through the building, and it is 
feared that they cannot recover. It is thought 
tlfat the perpetrator of the fiendish act is 
known and every effort is being made to arrest 
him. People of the community are highly in- 
censed and threats of lynching are freely in- 
dulged in.

This struggle has just com- 
menced in this country, and tbose who delude 
themselves with the hope that it will be abandoned 
beiore the triumph ofright over wrong, are simply 
augmenting the weight of the blow that will inevit- 
ably fallupon them in the future. This is not a 
threat but a friendly warning. Jh> history ot all 
movements for necessary, social or political reforms 
shows that they grow more radical by opposition 
aud delay, and it would be wise and patriotic, upon 
the part of our opponents to recognize the 
inevitable and accede to reasonable demands now, 
rather than be forced to accept harder terms hereaf- 
ter. So far the sentimentin favor of the reduction of 
taxation and the removal ofcommercial restrictions 
has been conservative, and ifit does not continue 
to be so, the responsibility will rest solely on those 
who unrcasonably oppose it: They alone can stop 
the ayitation or confine it within reasonable 
grounds by proper concessions to the demands of 
the people. Ther suli of the contestin which we 
are engaged is notin the least doubtful, and uuless 
the evils of which we complain are removed, which 
seems not atall probable, the agitation should go 
right on with increased vigor and force until public 
judgment and conscience re.use longer to justify or 
condone thém. Nothing ha: yet occurred to weaken 
our faith in the justice of ouc cause, or to abate our 
coufidence in its ultimate success, A single defeat, 
even ifit had been sustained on the real merits of 
controversy, ought not to discMurage usr. No just 
cause is lost so long as it hasa Single earnest Fe 
cate among the people. More than five anda half 
millions of intelligent and patriotic Amé@ricans 
have attested their tidelity to the cause of Pevenue 
reform under circumstances well calculated to test 
the sincerity of theiropinions, and they will neither 
desert its standard nor make peace wiih the enemy, 
until at least substantial justice is d ne. 
wit is true the tariff should be settlel and 
forever removed from the domain of poli- 
tices, for it not only disturbs business, but in- 
finitely worse, it prevents the simple purpose of 
universal benefice.ce for which alone our govern- 
ment is tiited; it converts our legislative hails into 
s:enes of barter between conflicting interests, where 
wrangles over means to enable men to get more 
and still more money from our citizens becomes the 
chief character of the people's representatives; it 
degrades business and often makes success therein 
a prize of dishonor; it corrupts the people. But 
how can this uestion be settled, There 
are two kinds of so-called protective tariff— 
one old fashioned, now nearly obsolete, that of 
Henry Clay, sometimes called the promotion of in- 
fant industries, underlying the principle of which 
was, if I rightly understand it, that there were cer- 
tain important industries which, if sustained by the 
promise ofa market in th ® country, would, in a 
short time, become so estaviished, thet they could 
give their products to our people as cheaply as they 
could be bought anywhere in the world; the other, 
the modern prot. o ive tariff—a ‘a iff which was em- 
bodied in the platform of the pariy suceessfulin the 
late election, hasas its foundation a principle that 
itis best forthe American people to buy and use 
certain articles, or,in the language of the late re- 
wubiican platform, articles which can be pr..duced 
n this country only when this. produced 
or manufactured cost what hey may 
and that to the promotion of this end @il the pow- 
ers of the federal government should be invoked. 
The statement of principles of this protective tariff 
show's that it can be settled: it could even be em- 
bodied in the constitution. We have but to provide 
that no article which can be produced or made in 
this country shall be closeted or that they shall be 
subjected toa duty of 1,090 per cent ad valorem. 
This would settle the question and remove it from 
politics. This settlement, however, can only be 
had after the principle involved has been ield 
naked before the people, has-been fully considered 
and discussed by them, and approved by an over- 
whelming majority. This question has not yet 
been so presented to the people and the blame for 
itsnon presentment rests with those business men 
and manufacturers who were so activein the iate 
canvass, and who will now a that your 
acitation tends to disturb that which for their in- 
terest ought to be settled. I don’t-*remember oue 
document or one argument actively circulated 
among the people during the year which presented, 
oraitempted to present, this question pure and 
tiuple. On the other hand, we can ail 
recall many documents and appeals, the sole 
purpose of which was to divert men’s thoughts 
from this question and to confuse their minds upon 
this issue.

PRADO EXECUTED. 
THE MURDERER OF MARIE AGUE- 
TANT UNDER THE AX 


And Said He Did Not Committhe Crime of 
Which He Was Convicted—All the 
News of Europe.

Parts, December 28.—Prado, the murderer 
Marie Aguetant, his mistress, was guillotined 
this morning in the Place de la Requette. He 
preserved a fine demeanor to the last. He re- 
fused to make a confession and declined the 
service of a chaplain. An immense growd 
collected outside the prison last night and re- 
mained until Prado had been executed. The 
rabble spent the time in singing comic songs 
and amusing themselves in other boisterous 
ways, Prado slept well wntil 6 o’clock this 
He protested his innocenee of the 
murder of Marie Aguetant to the last and de- 
clared against the injustice of this world. He 
refused to disclose his real name. When the 
jailers came to pinion his limbs, he offered no 
resistance and while they were engaged in this 
operation he shed one tear. The sight of the 
guiliotine appeared to hypnotize him. 
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ITEMS FROM FRANCE. 
Fixing a Date for an t1l-ction—Panama 
Canal shares, Ete. 

Paris, December 28.—The election in the 
devartment of Seine to fill a vacant seat in 
the chamber of deputies, for which General 
Boulanger is a candidate, has been fixed for 
January 27th. 

The Panama canal shares closed 5 frances 25 
centimes higher today. 

The cha:nher of deputies today discussed the 
senate’s amendments to the budget. In the 
course of debato, M. Douvetier, of the right, 
attacked the government for going to extremes 
in secularizing schools. Premier Fioquet, in 
reply, declared his warmest approval of every- 
thing that had been done to secularize the 
schools. ‘The republic, he said, desired to free 
education from all religious intinences. M. 
Floquet’s speech was received with enthusi- 
astic applause, and a motion to print and pla- 
card it throughout Franco was carried by a 
vote of 276 to 166, 

Admiral Krantz, minister of Marine, will 
make an inspection ofthe defenses of Toulon 
inthe early partofnext year. He has sub- 
mitted a scheme to the government for form- 
ing an independent squadron of men-of-war 
composing the channel fleet. 

A semi-otiicial French note is published de- 
nying the story printed by the newspapers of 
hKtome to the effect that the bey of Tunis had 
issued a decree ordering all foreign employes 
of the Tunis government to become natural- 
ized Frenchmen if they desired to retain their 
offices. The note declares that the story is the 
invention of an Italian who was recently dis- 
missed from the service of the Tunis-govern- 
ment for neglecting his duties. He would 
have received the same treatment had he been 
a Frenchman. 

In spite of the advice of the budget commit- 
tee, the various credits suppressed by the sen 
ate were reinstated, including one of two mil- 
lion franes for pensions.

He opeued offices, employed a booke 
kecper and a young lady steuographer, and five or 
six collectors. Business seemed to prosper with 
him, and he lived imroyal style. 

Last Moaday Brown was arrested for failure to 
account for some Collection, but he claimed it was 
alla mistake. The matter was compromised and 
he was released, Then his employes demanded 
their money and Brown promised to pay them to- 
day. Last night he disappeared, and today parties 
who bad cliims with the agency have been inves- 
tigating. It did mot take long to discover that 
Brown had eollected a large amount of money 
which he failed to tarn over. It will be several 
days perhaps before the exact amount can be ascer- 
tained, but it will extend well into the thousands. 
Alrof the seven employes of the agency have claiws 
of from $25 to $100 for salary due them.

Seme of My. Hanke'’s 35,000 Dozen Pre- 
seryed Six Months in Cold Storage. 
From tte St. Loris Globe Democrat. 

Trenton, D)., December, 28.—Mr. Joseph 
Hanke isw big maninthistown. Walk about 
a bit. Whoowns the big fiouring mill near 
the depot? Hanke! Whose extensive drain 
pipe works are tiose puffing away a piece 
down the road? Hanke’s! And the flourish- 
ing general store on Broadway? Hanke’s! 
The elevator, and the ice house, and the vine- 
yards, and the orchards, and the farms, 
all larce and magnificently conditioned? 
Hanke's! Until receutiy he owned the Tren- 
ton coal mine, but has sold it. And there are 
half a dozen big farms around Carlyle also his. 
Finaueial ciory is not a}! either, for he is Tren- 
ton’s mayor and one of Clinton county’s super- 
visors. This scoms quite enough to satisfy any 
man and keep him hustiing, yet on top of all 
Mr. lianke owns 55,000 dozen egys. 

“We began coliecting eggs,’ said Mr. Philip 
Simons, who acts as manager of Mr. Hanke’s 
egg enterprise, “last June, and continued it 
unti] a lew days ago. One team went out 
every day and covered the county pretty well, 
but did not go outside of it. They are kept by 
the new method of cold storage. It has been 
shown, over and over again, that in a temper- 
ature of about 40 degrees, egys, with a little 
care, can Le preserved almost indefinitely and 
retain a sweet and natura] condition. None 
of the other methods, suci: as pickling, liming, 
salting, make this pessible. Mr. Hanke had 
an ice house, and, after investigating the mat- 
ter, built a cold storage house, confident the 
scheme was a good one.” 

The combined ice and cold storage house is 
atthe southwestern edge of the town. Mr. 
Hanke has here constructed a givuntic reser- 
voir from which he gets hisice supply in win- 
ter. He has stocked it with several choice va- 
ricties of fish, and occasionally varies business 
fares with piscatorial relaxation. The cold 
storage room is about 40 feet square and 2 
feet high. Initisasclid array of filled egg 
cases. Itis pitch dark, and the only novelty 
possible is to go in witha lighted candle and 
pecr enriously at the spread of the ends of a 
tier. of egg cases, marked in pencil with the | 
date wien they were filled.

Wasntnetonx, December 20.—General Grant 
onee remarked, in substance, that what gare him 
sieady courage fn battle was the thought that the 
enemy was in jost as muctr fear as he was himself, 
I think that perhaps bis success was in part owing 
to the fact that the enemy feared him considerably 
more than he did the encmy. However that may 
have been, the idea isof general application. No 
sorrow is ever like cur own sorrow, no joy like our 
own joy. Asthe war recedes, | wonder more and 
more if our countrymen at the south really suffered 
as we suffered. Did they indeed endure such 
agony through the four dreadful years, as 
forced drops of bilsed through every pore 
of the north? What! they of bh: south—our ene 
mies, whom we shot and sabered on every ficld, 
whom we hunted in every thicket and ravine, and 
killed wherever we found them as though they were 
to be exterminated from the face of the earth? It 
s8¢ems almost impossible to realize that these people 
who so lc ng inflicted upon us, too, a return stroke 
fo: every hurt they received, and sometimes many 
fold more, should have passed through the extremi- 
ties of suffering which desolated our northern 
homes. It never seemed to me during the war, nor 
even now does it quite seem to me, that the heart of 
the southern mother“swWtlied and broke with the 
same*terrible pang which burst in the heaving 
bosom of maternity emong the hilis of New Hamp- 
shire or on the bereaved plains of the mighty west. 
It is hard to realize that we inflicted as much— 
probably more than we endured of physical pain, 
while beyond the horrors of hospital and field, and 
beside the wail and watching of those who suffered 
aiar from the contact of armies, were all the terrors 
which fall upon non-combatants over whose hearts 
and hearthstones tramp the remorseless legions of 
war. These untold and immeasurable calamities 
fell upon the south and not upon us, Property dis- 
appeared in flame. All the ties of society parted 
asunder and families vanished away, Vacancy and 
desolation colonized the country and the homes of 
cultivation were as solitary as the desert. Where 
ever men and women met they were cemented in 
the strong ties of common calamity and common 
hate. The y had not only an enemy, but a triumph- 
ant enemy, who was cutting their heartstrings with 
the knife of victory, and who 
was reimorselessly crushing out the 
lite of their cause along with that of their fathers, 
husbands, brothers and sens, They had nothing 
for which to be magnanimous, for they were baf- 
fied and beaten in war, and upon all their cyver- 
whelining misfortunes was poured the very Niagara 
hunniiliation, 

WHAT THRY LOST. 

These people, our enemies then, lost everything 
but horo~. They suffered everything but the gnaw- 
ings of self-contempt. They had no consolation 
but the consciousness that they had struggled until 
there was nothing left. When the war ceased it 
was because the cradle was empty and the grave 
full. The arms of the south fell in a disordered and 
scattering mass upon the field, because there were 
no men to stack them in _ formal sur- 
render. The land owas overrun’ with 
fugitives. Hiomes were almost obsolete 
and society was a& matter of his- 
tory. No war ever destroyed so much and lIeft 80 
little. The dead were the fortunate, the living were 
without hope. The soil remained, but those who 
had possessed if found its cultivation by themselves 
impossible, and their former meniais were now 


their equals before the law, and their superiors in. 


its application. 

Accustomed to place and authority, they found 
themselves more he!pless in peace than they proved 
to be unsuccessfulin war. There seemed to them 
to be everything for which to hate the hand that 
smote them, and they did not fail to take the only 
revenge of the {mpotent. 

I never could feel an emotion of hate or revenge 
toward the people of the south, No such a senti- 
ment existed to any extent in the army 
of the nation. or among the people who 
sent that army forth to war. There was 
rather a broad and gencrous sympathy for 
those who were made by self-infiiction the victims 
of the terrible events through which alone the 
curse of human slavery could be removed from.the 
land. Adiedto this was an elevated patriotism 
which rejoiced to die for the flag. There was no 
hate. 

But the 
confeceracy of nations, 
disappeared asadream. It conld not even survive 
to an existence of perpetual calamity, like lreland, 
Satan desired tolivein hell rather than to become 
extinct. ‘For who would lose, though full of pain, 
this intellectual being ?”’ 

Butthe ideals of the south were extinguished, 
and her seven-starred fiag, like another lost plieiad, 
was extinguished in the sky. 

Now, how could these people love us all at once? 
Nay, rather, how can they ever love us at 
all? No- matter if we are their truest 
friends. No matter if we are determined 
that we w.ll not only forgive but forget. How can 
they do either? Especially how can they forget? No 
such task was ever laid upon a great people before. 
Large!y they have performed it during the strange 
and unnatural last quarter of acentury; but it is 
only because > they ate a great people, a good people, 
a wouderful people—these countrymen of ours who 
live in th: » south. They are not our superiors, They 
are notcu'inferiors, They have been subjected to 
harderdisc: pline than we, but they have survived 
the ordeal, and have demonstrated the posse 
the highest quatities of human nature. 

THEY CAN NEVER FORGET. 

Hence itis, although I know that full many a 
heart is stillcold within and thousands who are 
silent will never forget the calamities and 
estrangements of the war, yet still full 
more I know that reason hs set up her 
authority and bas dovetailed the destiny of the now 
willing south in the fate of the nation. The union 
is in the soul of the southern people restored as 
strongly asin the breast of the most loyal and ya 
trioticofthe north. Beset and harassed by a thous- 
and problems and difficulties and hindrances of 
which we know nothing, and among tbe worst of 
their surroundings are the lingering prejudices and 
disproporiions of their own development as fash- 
ioned by the unnatura! institution which was of 
their most vital structure; yet when the integrity of 
our sotlorthe dominance of our political power 
shall be assailed the ermies of the nation will recruit 
as rapidly in Georgia as in Illinois, 

Give them a littlemore time, Donot insist that 
they shall too soon forget their dead, and who de- 
stroyed them, Alodcit, though faithfal are the 
wounds ofa friend, yet, who can at once forget the 
wounds, or whence they came. 

We have terrible memories also, 
Silent. 

What is wanted for the absolute restoration of tee 
ideal union—or rather the original crea:ion of ove 
—& genuine homogeneous nationality—is common 
participation 6 f both sections side by side at the 
touch of the elbow in some great emotion, such as 
comes in a foreign war, orin the slower processes 
of general peac eful intercourse ainong the masses of 
the people in all parts of the ian«, 

In all great human events, the people move in 
advance of their supposed leaders. In fact, the 
leaders are themseives propelled, and are but the 
battering rams of progress. They ure created and 
driven by the forces behind them. They are but 
instru:inents of a power which they cannot contro), 

This truth is now most apparent among the peo- 

~ ofthe south. During the lasttew vears it has 
€m erowing more and more mwanilest lo my mind. 
In a feeb‘e way, I have tried to proclaim it, and to 
reciprocate the sentiment in my own conduct and 
heart. The massesof the southern white peop ie 
have developed in their own nature an intensity of 
love of the country as = whole country, of which 
I do ae think they are themscives {uty aware. 
Rapidly, indeed, is the ie am now going on. And 
altos oh there is a large bx urbon leadership 
which still plays the poli parrot of the past, there 
is buta small fo!lowing lefi to it, and the new

The old university 
should receive its share of these students, 
‘and the next year’s term of that institution 
should be made one of the brightest in its 
history. ‘The advantages now offered by 
the university at Athens are not equated by 
any similar institution in the south Atlantic 
or guif states, Three new members have 
-been recently added to the faculty, and the 
make up of the present faculty, as a whole, 
in point of capability is surpassed by but 
few universities in the land. 

Somehow or other there exists a fellow- 
ship between the graduates of the univer- 
sity, thatalways stands them in great favor, 
either in the matter of business advantage 
or of political preferment, The present gen- 
eral assembly of the state has, of its number, 
nearly fifty members who have attended the 
university at Athens, and the record of the 
university, even for the past elght years, 
shows that no less than fifteen students who 
have attended it during that time, have 
since been elected to’the legislature; and 
that more than that number have been hon- 
ored at hiome by thelr people in various 
places of public trust, while the law and 
other professions give constant credit to the | 
university. No Georgia boy should think 
of going out of his state to receive a colle- 
giate education when he can get one at home 
as good as that offered elsewhere, and with 
advantages which no outside institution can 
afford him. 

With the administration of Chancellor 
Boggs begins a new era for the university. 
There is every reason that this era should 
be as brilliant in its record of good for the 
state as those that have preceded it, and 
with the recent generous recognition by tie 
state of the demands for a liberal endow- 
ment tothe educational system of the state, 
we expect to see the State university, at no | 
distant day, made fully equal in standard to 
that of any in the country.

Dr. Haycgood on the Inebriates Asylum. 

Colonel George W. Adair has received the 
following letter from the Reverend Doctor A. G. 
Eaygood. 

DEAR CoLONEL ADAIR:—I have read with pro- 
found interest your timely and most sensible letter 
to Governor Gordon, Also Mr. Venable's admirable 
letter in the CONSTITUTION of December 27. Every 
consideration urges Georgia to make provision for 
our neighbors, brothers, sons and fathers—alas! 
some ofourwomentoo The principle is recognized 
in the imperfect and altogether inadequate meas- 
ures in use in connection with the work of the asy- 
lum at Milledgeville. We need an institution else- 
where: an institution adapted tothe care and cure 
of the victimsof alcoholism. The need is very great 
and very urgent. The trouble is too great for pri- 
vate resources. There is in the measure you pro- 
pose help for the helpless; the prevention of awful 
crimes; the restoration to health and usefulness of 
many we can ill afford to lose from the work of life.

Mk. ELSAS SPEAKS. 

Mr. Jacob Elsas, of the Fulion County 
Spinning Mills, addressed the meeting. 

He said: ‘*Mr. Inm: jnd enovsrh to 
invite ine to come beiore you and says a few

about nad will need about 
200,000 gallons of water a di ranit. But 
we cannot do it and pay the cits Atlanta 17 
cents a 1,000 gallons for water. No man can 
afford to pay sucha price for water to runa 
bleachery. There would be no money in it.” 

Mr. Wylie: “‘What price could yon afford 
to pay for water ?’’ 

Mr. Elsas: ‘‘Between fiye and ten centsa 
thousand, I think.’’ 

Mr. Elsas_ said that Atlanta had 
plenty of cheap coal, there was no complaint 
on that score—but the vital question was cheap 
water for manufacturing purposes. Vhat, he 
thought, was the first question for the associ- 
ation to consider in extending encouragement 
to manufacturing industrics. 

He had tried digging welis for about twenty 
years, but that did not solve the problem. It 
Was impracticable to get well 
water for ianical purposes. He had 
experimented on that line. It would not 
pay. 

“Tf we establish this bleachery, as we. cer- 
tainly desire todo, it will be the only one in 
the south and would necessitate the employ- 
ment of about 1,000 additional hands, which 
means a living for about 5,000 more peonle 
Atlanta. But we cannot do it unless we have 
cheaper water.’ 

Mr. Howell: ‘1 that we can get 
water by gravitation from the falls about sixty 
miles above here. Mv. Frank Hall says that 
we can do it.’”’ 

Mr. Elsas: “Mr. Miles remarked to me 
the othergday that he could get upa company 
and bring water to Atlanta if the city would 
hi him the privilege of selling it to the 
arzgest cous 
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Mr. iJ you 
bring water here? 

Mr. Howell: ‘‘hte can do it if he says he 
can. iknow Mr. Miles. He is a thoroughly 
reliabie man.’’ 

Mr. Grady: ‘This water supply question is 
abigthing. What wepecd is some organiza- 
tion to take charge and put it through.” 

Mr. Baxter: We had to lay a pipe from 
the city to our furniture  faetor at 
a cost of Six or seven 
dollars. The pipe had not been t!aid sixty 
days before the city raised the price LO thirty- 
four cents. Itis true, however, that our _fac- 
tory is beyond the city limits, aud we nse only 
about 3,000 gallons a day.”
